HISTORY  OF  PELHAM  METHODIST  CHURCH 


Mrs.  Nat  H.  Swarm,  Historian  , 

To  write  the  history  of  Pelham  Methodist  Church,  whose 
span  of  years  stretches  over  a  century,  is  to  relate,  as  all 
history  does,  records  of  accomplishments,  disappointments, 
joys,  sorrows,  periods  of  spiritual  growth,  periods  of  decline, 
but  through  it  all  a  burning  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Pelham 
community  to  see  a  dream  materialize.    That  dream  was  to 
build  here  a  church  where  men,  women  and  little  children 
might  come  to  worship  and  know  God.    Such  were  the  aspirations 
ambitions  and  prayers  of  a  few    God-centered  Christians  who, 
prior  to  I87I,  struggled  to  make  the  dream  possible. 

The  writer  realizes  that  due  to  lack  of  information, 
there  are  many  gaps  in  the  history  of  Pelham  Church.    It  is 
regretted  if  proper  credit  has  been  denied  any  person  who 
helped  to  make  the  above  dream  possible.    If  there  are  mistake 
in  this  history,  this,  too,  is  regretted. 

Prior  to  the  building  of  the  church  in  I87I  services 
were  held  iinder  a  bush  arbor  erected  on  the  site  of  the 
present  B.  R.  Fitzgerald,  Sr.,  home. 

The  minister  at  that  time  was  the  Rev.  John  R.  Lewis. 
Our  records  tell  us  little  about  Mr.  Lewis,  but  he  must 
have  been  a  man  who  inspired  his  congregation  to  higher 
planes  of  living.    When  the  weather  became  too  cold  to 
worship  under  the  green  trees,  we  feel  sure  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Lewis  said  to  his  congregation,  "We  must  build  a  house  of 
worship  here  in  Pelham."    If  there  were  those  who  said,  "We 
are  not  able",  there  must  have  been  many  brave  souls  who, 
like  Caleb  and  Joshua  when  instructed  to  go  into  the  land 
of  Cannan  and  spy  out  the  land,  said,  "There  will  be  obstacles 
but  with  God's  help  we  can  build  a  church." 

Sometime  during  the  beginning  of  the  year  I87I  Pelham 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South  had  its  beginning,  and 
a  frame  building  was  then  erected  a  few  feet  from  the 


present  site.    This  was  not  architecturally  a  beautiful 
building,  but  it  served  the  needs  of  the  community  for 
seventy  one  years.    The  contractor  of  the  original 
church  was  Mr.  James  Rawlins  (grandfather  of  Frank 
Rawlins,  of  this  community). 

Times  were  difficult  in  those  days,  and  building  a 
church  meant  hard  labor  and  many  personal  sacrifices, 
such  as  the  contribution  of  Mr.  John  Archer  Pierce 
(father  of  the  late  Tom,  Vester  and  Mary  Pierce),  who 
subscribed  $200  to  the  building  fund,  and  to  secure  this 
amount  got  a  job  with  the  telephone  company  to  distribute 
poles  from  Reidsville  to  Danville.    Such  were  the 
sacrifices  of  many. 

The  original  grant  of  land  for  the  church  and  cemetery 
was  given  by  William  B.  and  Elizabeth  Swann  (grandparents 
of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Swann  Fitzgerald,  and  great  grandparents 
of  Allen  and  Nat  Swann,  Jr.,). 

The  trustees  of  the  original  church  were  Daniel  S. 
Price,  John  W.  Garrett,  William  Coleman,  Milton  Voss, 
Washington  Price,  Vincent  B.  Swann,  John  Fitzgerald, 
Bannister  Fitzgerald,  and  John  Archer  Pierce. 

After  many  months  of  labor  the  Pelham  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  South  was  dedicated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God 
on  Sunday,  September  3,  I87I.    Dr.  Numa  Fletcher  Reid 
preached  the  dedicatory  sermon,  using  as  his  text  the 
sixth  Chapter  of  Matthew,  Verse  10,  "Thy  Kingdom  Come." 
James  A.  Chandler,  of  Chandler's  Mill,  N.  C,  assisted 
in  the  dedication. 

The  original  Bible  which  was  presented  to  the  church 
on  Dedication  Day  is  now  enclosed  in  a  glass  case  in  the 
recreation  room  of  the  present  church.    This  Bible  was 
made  possible  by  contributions  solicited  by  Mrs.  Georgia 
F.  Price. 

The  first  pastor  of  the  church  was  the  Rev.  William 
Capus  Norman,  son  of  a  circuit  rider  (uncle  of  W.  C. 
Stokes,  Miss  Susie  Stokes,  and  Mrs.  Percy  Daily,  of 
Reidsville).    The  Rev.  Norman  served  the  church  from 
1871-1875. 


Old  letters  and  records  give  interesting  accounts 
of  two  very  early  weddings  in  the  original  church.  The 
first.  May  6,  1879^  was  that  of  Miss  Georgie  Price,  the 
daughter  of  George  Washington  Price,  to  0,  R,  Hinton,  of 
Covington,  Georgia.    The  thirteen  couples  who  served  as 
attendants  in  the  wedding  rode  to  the  church  in  buggies, 
carriages  and  surries,  and  according  to  Mrs,  R.  E.  Turner 
(a  relative  of  the  Prices)  lanterns  were  hung  in  the  trees 
all  the  way  from  the  home(on  the  Shady  Grove  Road)  to  the 
church  to  light  the  way  for  the  many  guests  present  for 
the  occasion. 

Another  interesting  wedding  in  the  church  was  one 
solemnized  October  14,  1897^  united  Miss  Maria  Sue  Howard 
and  Asa  T.  Holland  (Parents  of  Mrs.  Fred  Leggett,  Mrs. 
Bruce  Williams  and  Mrs.  Arch  Gravely,  of  Danville, Virginia 
and  sister  of  the  late  Mrs.  J.  C.  Gibbs.} 

After  serving  the  needs  of  the  people  for  more  than 
seventy  years,  the  necessity  for  a  new  building  was 
apparent;  so  again  the  people  of  the  community  began  the 
task  of  building  a  new  church.    The  present  church 
building  was  begun  on  Good  Friday,  1941^  and  the  first 
spade  of  earth  for  the  new  building  was  turned  by  the 
late  Thomas  S.  Womack. 

The  church  was  constructed  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Rev.  James  W.  Fowler,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the  church, 
and  the  building  committee  was  composed  of  the  late 
Paul  V.  Fitzgerald,  the  late  Nat  H.  Swann,  and  J.  Hester 
Fowlkes.    Plans  for  the  building  were  made  by  H.  M. 
Haines,  of  Duke  University,  Durham,  N.  C.,  and  the 
contractor  was  the  late  E.  M.  Fitts,  of  Danville. 
Mention  is  not  made  of  the  many  present  and  past  fine 
workers  because  someone  might  be  omitted,  but  according 
to  the  words  of  the  Rev.  Jim  Fowler,  "The  building 
of  the  Pelham  Methodist  Church  was  the  finest  illustra- 
tion of  cooperation  and  team  work  on  the  part  of  many 
people." 

The  Pelham  Methodist  Church  was  dedicated  on  Sunday, 
September  19,  1943^  under  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev. 
Walter  R.  Thompson,  who  rendered  invaluable  service,  not 
only  in  the  spiritual  life  of  the  church,  but  in  laying 
the  concrete  walks  and  completing  many  unfinished  details 
of  the  church.       The  dedicatory  sermon  was  preached 


by  Dr,  J.  M.  Ormand,  of  Durham,  N.  C. 

Following  the  sermon  the  building  was  presented  by 
the  late  Paul  V.  Fitzgerald,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Stewards,    The  words  of  dedication  were  given  by  Dr. 
L.  B.  Hayes,  District  Superintendent,  and  the  response 
was  led  by  F,  H,  Duncan.    Other  ministers  present  for 
the  occasion,  other  than  the  pastor,  were  the  Rev. 
J.  W.  Fowler,  Jr.,  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Andes,  and  the  Rev. 
Joyce  V.  Early. 

The  Bible  used  in  the  church  on  Dedication  Day 
was  given  by  Colonel  Edwin  Turner  and  J.  Witcher  Turner, 
sons  of  Mrs.  R.  E.  Turner. 

The  first  wedding  in  the  new  church  was  solemn- 
ized April  20,  1946,  by  the  Rev.  Walter  R.  Thompson, 
united  Miss  Maiy  Louise  Rawley  and  Master  Sergeant 
Victor  Price  Ogden,  now  residing  in  Danville,  Virginia. 

The  oldest  member  of  the  church  is  Mrs.  Annie 
Pryor  Powell,  now  92  years  of  age. 

Pelham  community  has  had  three  parsonages,  the  first 
one  being  the  home  now  occupied  by  Misses  Vera  and 
Pauline  Cooper;  the  second,  used  for  only  a  short  period 
of  time,  now  occupied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  H.  Stadler. 
The  present  parsonage  was  built  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Rev.  G.  Howard  Allred,  and  was  dedicated  October  21, 
1951.    Funds  for  the  construction  of  the  parsonage  were 
raised  not  only  by  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  who  held  many  Brunswick  stews,  suppers,  etc., 
but  by  the  men  of  the  church  who  on  one  occasion  donned 
white  jackets  and  gave  a  Victory  Supper,  charging  $10  a 
plate,  realizing  from  the  supper  $1,230.    The  goal  for 
the  parsonage  was  $8,500.    To  reach  this  goal,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Paul  Fitzgerald  donated  lumber  from  their  forest;  farm 
tractors  dug  the  basement,  men  and  boys  donated  their 
labor;  skilled  craftsmen  were  employed  when  necessary;  and 
finally  the  hard-working  pastor,  the  Rev.  Howard  Allred, 
moved  with  his  family  into  the  new  two-story  brick  house, 
modern  in  design  and  completely  equipped. 


Music  has  always  held  an  important  part  in  the  worship 
service  of  Pelham  Methodist  Church.    In  the  summer  of  1954 
Mrs.  Nat  Swann,  desiring  to  equip  the  church  with  an  organ, 
solicited  memorials  for  the  purchase  of  a  Hammond  organ. 
On  October  17,  1954,  the  organ  was  presented  to  the 
congregation  and  dedicated  to  the  memory  of: 

James  0.  and  Mary  R.  Fitzgerald,  Thomas  N.  and  Rosa  H. 
Pierce,  Joseph  Allen  and  Hannah  H.  Swann,  Robert  Wesley 
Duncan,  Thomas  W.  and  Mary  C.  Stokes,  William  Abner  Fowlkes, 
Robert  Harvey  Fowlkes,  William  Herman  Fowlkes,  Charles 
Walton  Fowlkes,  Irene  H.  McGee,  Rufus  Y.  and  Betty  S. 
Womack,  Betty  Stona  Womack,  Mary  Durham  McKinney,  Asa  and 
Sue  Holland,  William  Pinkney  Pry or,  Cabbell  C.  Early,  John 
H.  and  Betty  McGee,  Eli  C.  Gerringer,  William  H.  and  Virginia 
Baise,  Martha  D.  Cooper,  R.  Bemie  Cooper,  James  W.  and 
Maria  T.  Nunnally. 

On  October  14,  1954,  the  Beach  Chimes  were  also  present- 
ed to  the  church  by  members  and  interested  friends.  The 
organ  and  chimes  were  dedicated  by  the  pastor,  the  Rev. 
Roy  L.  Grant,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Howard  Allred,  of  Draper, 
and  the  Rev.  Jesse  Hite,  of  Ruffin.    The  cost  of  the  organ 
and  chimes  amounted  to  $4,584» 

The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  had  its 
beginning  many  years  ago  as  The  Ladies  Aid  Society.  It 
became  a  Missionary  Society  in  1926  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  G.  W.  Williams,  wife  of  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Williams. 
Later  the  Society  became  the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  and  now  the  Women's  Society  of  Christian  Service. 

Through  all  its  many  changes  this  organization 
has  been  a  helping  hand  in  the  building  of  the  church, 
the  building  and  furnishing  of  the  parsonage,  and  has 
had  a  large  part  in  the  ongoing  ministry  of  the  church. 


During  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev.  Paul  Dennis 
in  1956  a  fund  was  started  to  renovate  and  landscape 
the  Pelham  Church  Cemetery.    Contract  for  this  work 
was  given  to  J.  Lewis  and  Sons,  of  Cascade,  Virginia, 
and  a  much  improved  cemetery  was  the  result.  The 
church  has  no  permanent  fund  for  the  upkeep  of  the 
cemetery,  and  is  entirely  dependent  on  contributions 
by  those  who  have  families  buried  in  the  cemetery. 
The  trustees  of  the  church  and  cemetery  are  J.  H.  Fowlkes, 
Louis  R.  McKinney  and  Charles  N.  Morris,  Jr.  The 
treasurer  is  L.  R.  McKinney.    The  first  person  buried 
here  was  Miss  Leimna  Piyor,  sister  of  the  late  W.  P. 
Pryor.    The  first  funeral  held  in  the  new  church  was 
that  of  John  Durham. 

The  Sunday  School  Class  formerly  called  the  Women* s 
Bible  Class  is  now  known  as  the  May  Gerringer  Bible 
Class,  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Gerringer,  who  for  many  years 
was  teacher  of  the  class.    A  picture  of  Mrs.  Gerringer, 
given  by  her  family,  hangs  in  the  classroom.    Mrs.  J.  H. 
Fowlkes  is  now  teacher.
